combination. The closes prior art is considered Marchal et al. (US 5,974,691) which 
discloses drying a cellulose web with a negative pressure return header. Other prior art 
cited in this application contain one or more of the claimed invention elements but not 
the necessary motivation or suggestion to combine those teachings in order to obviate 
the claimed invention.
